GRAND JURIES.

The Grand Jury undoubtedly constitutes a very
necessary and valuable part of our police
and when the high and responsible duties devolving
upon it are fearlessly and conscientiously discharged
the country must enjoy the blessings of an efficient

we are inclined to think that jurors are beginning to
over-estimate their office, and placing a violent con-
struction upon their priviledes and duties, to branch
out and ¢‘splurge’” upon matters which in no wise be-
loug to their jurisdiction.

Last year, a Richland Grand<Tury was guilty of a
very silly and stupid attempt to demonstrate the ex-
pediency, or rather the absolute necessity, of the re-
opening of the slave trade; and the present law on

this t was presented as tyranoical, & nuisance,
ond so forth! Another Jury, fresh from the moun-

tains, assembled more recently at Asheville, North
Carolina, and with consumate wisdom pronounced
Know-Nothingism treason, and Know-Nothings trai-
tors to the country! And, now, we hear that the
Grand Jury of Chesterfield District has presented,
as a grievance, the action of the last Legislature in
pledging the faith and credit of the State in behalf
of the Blue Ridge Railroad project!

Now, with the exception of the Know-Nothing pre-
sentment, which, whatever may be said aguinst the
order, is palpable foolery—these are mooted roints
upon which doctors have differed, and they are mat-
ters which certainly have the least possible relation
to the business of a Grand Jury. If the people ob-
jectto the action of their rulers, let them meet in
their primary and proper capacity, and with the
concomitant flourish of trumpets, thunder it out. A
very accommodating delegation of legislators will
have respect to their opinions—obey them, and that
too most, implicitly. The least the Bench and Jury
have to do with politics, the better for the country.
